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Bailey turns himself in to face four murder charges

At aboni 10 p.m., Sunday, following 
an intensive manhunt, 
Raymond Lee Bailey 
walked into the Bay 
County Sheriff’s office 
| and turned himself 
in to face charges of 
murdering four people 
in Sumpter Township 
on Saturday morning. 

Sumpter Township 
Police Chief Eric Luke said his officers 
were already on the way to the Bay City 
area, 130 miles north of Sumpter, as part of 
the search for Bailey, 37. Sumpter police 
took Bailey into custody and brought him 
back to Sumpter. 

He currently is lodged in the Huron 
Township Police lockup pending 
determination of charges by the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s office. Huron 
Township handles emergency dispatch and

lockup for Sumpter. 

“We want to acknowledge and thank 
the local, state, and federal agencies 
who’ve assisted us in the investigation 
and apprehension,” Chief Luke said in a 
Monday morning news release. 

On Saturday at about 12:37 p.m., Aug. 
15, Sumpter police responded to a 911 call 
in the 24000 block of Martinsville Road 
and found the bodies of two males and two 
females, all in their 30s, apparently dead 
from gunshot wounds. 

One neighbor told reporters that she had 
heard a half-dozen gunshots earlier, which 
she believed to be coming from the woods. 
She said she thought someone was target 
practicing. 

Chief Luke said a Crime Scene Response 
Team from the Michigan State Police 
Forensic Division was requested and 
arrived shortly after to assist. 

Detectives identified 37-year-old 
Raymond Lee Bailey of Sumpter Township, 
the ex-boyfriend of one of the females, as

a suspect and obtained information that 
he had fled north, possibly heading to the 
Upper Peninsula. 

A short time later, detectives were made 
aware that he had allegedly confessed to 
the killings to several people via telephone 
and texts, Chief Luke wrote in an early 
news release. 

Detectives were able to begin tracking 
him via his cell phone as he fled north 
and located his vehicle abandoned at an 
Applebee’s in Bangor Charter Township 
near Bay City. Police impounded the

vehicle but couldn’t find Bailey. 

Sumpter Police had worked through 
the night with authorities in that area to 
attempt to find him, and a statewide BOL 
was active. 

Bay County Sheriff Troy Cunningham 
told The Detroit News that about 4 a.m. 
Sunday, a woman reported seeing a six- 
foot-tall male walking the streets and then 
ducking into the brush when he saw traffic 
coming.

School Board delays opening of school until Sept. 14 to ensure safety

The Van Buren Public Schools will not 
open on Tuesday, Sept. 1, as announced at 
its regular board meeting on Aug. 10. 

Following a 20-minute special school 
board meeting via Zoom on Aug. 13, the 
official beginning of school was delayed 
until Monday, Sept. 14. 

The vote of the seven-member board 
was five in favor, nobody against, and two 
abstaining because their family members 
work under contract for the district and 
their votes would be conflicts of interest. 

Voting in favor were president Amy 
Pearce, secretary Darlene Gerick, and 
trustees Calvin Hawkins, Keith Johnston, 
and Kelly Owen. Abstaining were vice 
president Susan Featheringill and treasurer 
Simone Pinter. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said the board 
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talked about coronavirus precautions at 
its meeting the previous Monday and he 
thought all the preparations could be done 
by Sept. 1. 

The board had set a special meeting for 
Aug. 18 to check on the progress and if 
they weren’t going to be ready in time, 
they could start classes remotely and then 
go in person, Supt. Kudlak said. 

He said administrators brainstormed 
ideas and called in Aaron Lang, president 
of the Van Buren Education Association. 

They came up with a plan to delay the 
opening until Sept. 14. 

“We are very comfortable that everything 
will be in place by the 14",” Kudlak said. 

He said the protocols will be in place 
when the kids come in on Day One. 

A change in the starting date required an 
agreement with the union to change the 
contract. He said all the other contracts 
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follow the contract set with the VBEA. 

Kudlak said the end of the school year 
had been June 11 and now is June 15. He 
said with the changing of days in between 
Sept. 14 and June 15, the teachers will have 
one extra work day. 

He said students who were coming in 
person and remote students will all start on 
Sept. 14. 

Kudlak said a letter of understanding with 
VBEA was signed by Human Resources 
Director Abdul Madyan and VBEA 
president Aaron Lange on Aug. 12. This is 
what the board approved on Aug. 13. 

Kudlak said there were people on the 
Zoom meeting site that wished to give 
comments and ask questions and he would 
hear the statements and give answers to 
questions later. He said they are required 
to give their names and note who they are 
— parent or teacher — along with an email 
address for an answer. 

Some of the entries did not carry 
identifications. In most local Zoom 
meetings, those who wished to comment 
or ask questions could participate orally. 

The agenda item called “Questions and 


Comments from the Audience (on agenda 
items only)” had no comments at this 
meeting. The comments are scheduled 
before the action item was discussed. 

After the board voted to delay school, 
Kudlak mentioned there were two 
comments and then said, “The rest are on 
agenda items and I will answer them later.” 

He did answer parent Angela Mears’ 
question about whether the first days will 
be half days as previously scheduled. He 
said now they will start with full days not 
half days. 

Board president Pearce said there were 
112 people at the Zoom meeting. 

Kudlak skipped along over 13 questions, 
mentioning some of the issues and saying 
he would answer them all the next day. 

He said his Aug. 12 session was via 
Zoom instead of the Live Facebook he 
had the previous Wednesday. He said this 
Zoom session will be posted on the district 
website. 

Kudlak said Frequently Asked Questions 
(FAQs) are also posted on the website and, 
“It’s a great place to check.”

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Virginia Belinski resigns 
from Sumpter Township 
Planning Commission

Virginia Belinski’s resignation from the 
Sumpter Township Planning Commission 
was accepted by the township board at its 
regular, in-person meeting on Aug. 11. 

Clerk Esther Hurst said Belinski has 
moved out of the township and is living Up 
North. 

Supervisor John Morgan said they should 
get a plaque, “something nice,” to give 
to Belinski for her years of service. He 
directed Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis 
to make sure Belinski gets the plaque. 

Supervisor Morgan appointed Bart 
Patterson to fill the vacancy and the board 
unanimously approved the appointment. 
His term is until Jan. 12, 2021. 

Patterson was invited to introduce himself 
and he said he has lived in the township for 
24 years and has been a licensed builder for 
37 years, first being licensed when he was 
17 years old. 

He said he told the supervisor he would 
be glad to help the township in any way 
and to give him a call if he could help. 

In other business at the Aug. 11 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard Trustee Don LaPorte request 
a credit card purchasing policy be set up 
for the police department. He asked a 
committee be formed including department 
heads and the financial director and a 
policy be set up in line with the township’s 
purchasing policy. This should be brought 
back to the board for review, he said; 

e Heard Trustee Tim Rush tell the story 
of Jo Gardner being stung by 25 bees at 
Sherwood Park the previous Saturday. 
They called 911 and the police were there 
in three minutes, followed by the fire 
fighters and EMS. Gardner thanked the 
first responders and said the many stings 
were toxic and she was going into shock 
and they stabilized her. She said it lasted 
a couple of days. She was working on 
the Butterfly Garden and now she’s back 
working on the project; 

e Heard Sharon Pokerwinski said they 
need more volunteers for the parks and 
they need to get new signs to announce 
dogs can’t go in the water because the 
former signs disappeared; 

e Heard Donald Basham complain 
about two businesses and the apartments 
at the corner of Savage and Bemis roads, 
since there is no handicapped parking, 
problems with entries from the streets, 
and the apartments need wider staircases 
for safety. He said he asked about this last 
year and he got no answers. He said the 
ordinance officer told him it was none of 
his business. Supervisor Morgan said they

could look into it. Trustee Rush said the 
ordinance officer had looked into it in the 
past, but they could have him take a second 
look. “We’ll get some answers for you,” 
Supervisor Morgan said. Basham also 
said he didn’t think a shop that repaired 
appliances was essential and it shouldn’t 
be open; 

e Heard Eric Partridge comment that it is 
hard to find postings of bids being sought 
for township projects. He said he found 
one because Ken Kunka let him know. 
He said there were no public postings for 
bids on the new newspaper of record and 
he’s been checking. “I don’t know where 
to find them,” he said of the legal notices. 
Deputy Supervisor Armatis called out a 
response from the back of the room that 
could not be heard on the video recording 
of the meeting. Partridge said he knows 
one project was over the $10,000 cost 
that required bids. There were comments 
back and forth and Partridge left the 
podium where he had been speaking into 
the microphone. “Point of order,” called 
out Trustee Rush. “We can’t have this at a 
board meeting... intimidating that woman 
seated there in the audience...” Supervisor 
Morgan agreed, “If you want to stay here, 
you have to calm down.” Partridge left the 
meeting shortly thereafter; and 

e Heard Mary Ban praise the police and 
fire departments who “are there when you 
need them.” She noted Sumpter is the 52" 
safest community in Michigan. She also 
again asked about cutting the brush along 
the side of the road to increase visibility 
and safety. She also asked the township to 
paint a marker on the sloping cement at the 
back door of township hall to avoid people 
falling. 


Treasurer Ken Bednark and Trustee Matt 
Oddy were absent and excused from the 
meeting, leaving a quorum of five at the 
board table. At least 11 other individuals 
were in the audience, making a total of at 
least 16 in the meeting room.

Parrott has taken 
a leave of absence from his court and failed 
during the Aug. 4 primary at an attempt at 
reelection. 

Parrott is charged with assaulting his live-in 
girlfriend on Feb. 8 at his condo in Van Buren 
Township. His defense attorney is Heather 
KS Nalley of Howell. 

At an earlier session, Judge Plakas approved 
the prosecution’s motion and ordered the 
unsealing of records of a prior divorce 
deposition transcript. 


Voting violation alleged 
in Sumpter election

Federal laws were broken and 
professional ethical standards were not 
upheld in the Aug. 4, 2020 primary race 
in Sumpter Township, Michigan.

McNamara stands 
by his police to 
handle Egypt case 


Members of Egypt Covington’s family 
have pressed the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees to turn the investigation of 
Egypt’s murder over to the Michigan State 
Police to solve. Letters to the board have 
increased in intensity over the last week. 

At Tuesday’s Zoom meeting of the board, 
they again demanded the board turn the case 
over to MSP, while attacking Trustee Paul 
White and Clerk Leon Wright for comments 
they have made on the issue. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara, who is 
in charge of the township, including the 
public safety department, stood behind his 
professional law enforcement officials and 
refused the demand they give up the case to 
MSP. 

“We do not comment on active police 
investigations,” Supervisor McNamara said, 
adding the MSP has 100% of the file on the 
case, as do the investigators for the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s office. 

“We are not moving to a basement in 
Lansing with 25 other cases,’ McNamara 
said. 

He said the township is not going to let this 
case go cold and, “No, we are not giving this 
thing up.” When pressed, he said he would 
call Lt. Robert Weimer of the MSP as family 
members insisted. 

We applaud Supervisor McNamara 
for standing with his professional law 
enforcement officers who are actively 
pursuing the solving of this case. Everyone 
wants to find Egypt’s killer.

The murders of the four young people 
in Sumpter Township last Saturday 
have affected many people besides their 
immediate families. So many went to school 
with them at Belleville High School. 

My son is a friend of the father of the 
two males who were killed. He said he has 
known the young men from when they were 
born. He is devastated and doesn’t know 
how to comfort their parents. 

“What can I say?” he asked. 

And, such it is. How do you comfort 
parents who have lost their only children — 
in a moment of sudden violence? 

Who knows what really happened on 
Saturday? The suspect must be presumed 
innocent although there are reports of him 
confessing to the shootings. 

Belleville council members said they are 
praying for Sumpter residents and keeping 
them in their thoughts because of this 
tragedy — as are we all. 

We wish for swift justice in this case. 

A GoFundMe account had raised $28,000 
to bury the four, as of Monday. 

When members of the Belleville City 
Council were discussing the citywide yard 
sale, that they later approved for Sept. 12 
and 13, Councilwoman Kelly Bates said she 
travels to Jerome each weekend to care for 
her in-laws. 

She said there is a special yard sale each 
year along Michigan Avenue, from Detroit 
to Chicago, and she saw it and noticed not 
many people were wearing masks. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said the farther 
away they get from Wayne County, the fewer 
wear masks. He said he was in favor of the 
annual yard sales in Belleville and he was 
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sure people would follow social distancing 
and use masks. 

Councilwoman Bates said she wanted to 
have the yard sales, too, because residents 
are looking to make some money because of 
these hard times. 

Just before voting to accept two donated 
sculptures at Monday’s city council Zoom 
meeting, Fire Chief Brian Loranger added 
his comment about the Upsidedown Man 
being donated by Justin Juriga. Chief 
Loranger said in 2020 our lives have been 
turned upsidedown and so this would be a 
very good sculpture to have. 

Someone suggested calling it the “2020 
Man.” Juriga had donated this to the city 
eight or ten years ago and there was some 
concern about putting it up at Victory Park, 
as first considered, because it was made 
out of sheet metal and youngsters might try 
to climb on it and hurt themselves. It was 
stored away and now needs to be repainted. 

Councilman Ken Voigt who presented that 
sculpture and one purchased by the Arts 
Council from Tim Elden, suggested they 
could put the two at Horizon Park since 
that’s where more adults go. 

He said the Hands Held High sculpture 
the Arts Council donated to the city stands 
in Horizon Parks gets a lot of attention. He 
said Reg Ion put a mask on that sculpture 
and took pictures of it. 

“Public art is fun,” Voigt said. “Hopefully 
it will draw more people to downtown...” 
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Last I heard, Tim Elden was storing his 
sculpture of recycled rebar in his garage. 
The Arts Council purchased it and then had 
to decide where to put it, he said.

Rutherford is talking to

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At Tuesday’s Zoom meeting of the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees, Clerk 
Leon Wright said the ballots for the Nov. 
3 election are due to arrive at this office on 
Sept. 19 with Sept. 25 as the targeted mailing 
date to voters. Voters should look for it in 
their mailboxes the week of Sept. 28. 

He said the U.S. Postal Service said voters 
should mail their ballots back at least 14 
days before the Nov. 3 election to make sure 
they get there on time. Clerk Wright said he 
recommends dropping them off in the box 
in front of township hall. He said he has 
ordered an additional box for ballots only 
from the state but he doesn’t know if it will 
get here on time. 

He said Van Buren Township currently has 
7,500 requests for absentee ballots.

More than 80% of the 10,600 absentee 
ballots rejected in Michigan’s August 
primary election were due to signature 
verification issues or because they arrived 
to the clerk’s office after election day. 

Secretary of State Jocelyn Benson on 
Aug. 14 released preliminary data on the 
rejected ballots. Of the absentee ballots 
that weren’t counted: 6,405 were rejected 
because they arrived after election day, 
1,438 were rejected because the voter 
didn’t sign the ballot, 1,111 were rejected 
because the voter moved, 864 were rejected 
because the voter is dead, 787 were rejected 
because the signature on the ballot didn’t 
match the voter’s signature recorded with 
the state, 51 voters canceled their ballots, 
31 voters sent in envelopes missing ballots, 
24 voters didn’t confirm their ID and one 
voter was incarcerated.

Egypt Covington, 27, was found murdered 
on Friday, June 23, 2017 in Van Buren 
Township. She was discovered in her home 
at 45576 Hull Rd., west of Sumpter Road.

According to family, Egypt finished 
a yoga session at about 8:30 p.m. on 
Thursday, June 22. She spent about a half 
hour chatting with a friend from her yoga 
class before heading home. After Egypt 
did not respond to numerous calls from her 
boyfriend that night and the following day, 
Egypt’s boyfriend went to her residence 
where she was found in her living room 
shot to death. 

Egypt, 27, a new hire as a sales associate 
at Rave Associates, was a graduate of 
Belleville High School where she enjoyed 
saxophone lessons and discovered 
her singing voice. She continued her 
education at Washtenaw Community 
College where she studied sports nutrition 
and broadcasting. While Egypt enjoyed 
yoga and cooking, she aspired to be an 
accomplished vocalist.

Zoom Court Watching 
Kenneth Parker faces 


14 felony charges for 
July 31 incident in VBT 


Kenneth Lamont Parker, 40, of Ypsilanti 
had his probable cause conference 
adjourned for two weeks, until Aug. 26, 
by 34" District Court Judge Tina Brooks 
Green, who noted that the defendant had 
just been arraigned a couple of days earlier. 

Judge Green said Parker’s attorney said 
he had been in the infirmary or hospital. 

He appeared before Judge Green on Aug. 
12 from the Wayne County Jail where he 
is being held on $1 million bond, cash or 
surety. 

Parker was charged with 14 felonies on 
July 31 in Van Buren Township, including 
criminal sexual conduct first degree, 
assault with intent to rob while armed, four 
counts of assault with a dangerous weapon 
(felonious assault), aggravated assault, six 
counts of felony firearm-second offense 
notice, and possession of firearms by a 
felon. 

The mother of another defendant involved 
in the incident, Daniel Preston Hopkins, 
was present via Zoom and at one point 
in the proceedings the mother called out 
“crackhead” at Parker. Judge Green told 
her to be quiet or she would have to leave.

Daniel Preston Hopkins, 40, of Westland 
was arraigned the previous week and has a

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Belleville Area District Library reopens for ‘Grab and Go’ visits

The Belleville Area District Library’s 
Grab and Go service was softly rolled 
out on July 30 and is now being actively 
publicized, library director Mary Jo Suchy 
told the library board at its 36-minute, 
virtual RingCentral Teleconference on 
Aug. 11. 

Director Suchy said they put all the chairs 
away so people can’t sit down and read and 
children can’t sit in the play area. 

The Grab and Go is open from 11 a.m. to 
6 p.m., Mondays through Saturdays. 

Suchy said patrons may browse on the 
first floor and children’s room, get library 
cards, pick up holds, fax, scan, and copy. 

“We are asking that they limit their 
visit to 30 minutes due to the state’s 25% 
occupancy requirement,” she said. “Masks 
and social distancing are also required.” 

She said currently a greeter is being 
stationed outside of the building and 
curbside service is still available. 

Plexiglas has been installed around the 
first-floor reference desk. 

She said the staff reopening committee is 
working on acomprehensive plan to reopen 
the second floor and provide computers 
while following all of the occupancy, 
social distancing, and other requirements. 

“We have not forgotten about the branch,” 
Suchy said of the media center in Sumpter 
Township. “I had hoped by now that we 
would be in Phase 5 and occupancy limits 
would be increased. 25% occupancy of the 
branch is about five people.” 

Suchy said she attended a webinar on 
the REALM study that tested how long 
the COVID virus could possibly last on 
the surface of a variety of library items. 
She said, in short, the virus was detectable 
but not measurable after two days and not 
detectable after four days. 

“Most libraries, including us, quarantine 
returning items for three days,” Suchy said. 
“There has not yet been a known case of 
the virus being transmitted through library 
materials.” 

She said the webinar was being viewed 
by libraries throughout the United States, 
as well as a handful of libraries world 
wide. When surveyed, 38% of the libraries

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attending the webinar had partially 
reopened. 43% had some or all staff on 
site, but were not open to the public. 8% 
were fully open. 

She said the library HVAC system is 
currently running in 24/7 mode in order to 
create more air exchange in the building. 
Architect Dan Whisler is also investigating 
other strategies that the library can use to 
help mitigate COVID, she said. 

In other reports, Suchy said: 
e Jason Price was rehired the second week 
of March and will work in several areas,

incident as Parker on July 31 in Van Buren 
Township. 

Defense attorney William Glenn asked 
for reduction of the bond to $10,000/10% 
with a GPS tether. He said Hopkins is from 
Texas and has local family. 

Prosecutor John Trummer said he had 
no objection to reduction of bond because 
there is a self-defense issue that only the 
trier of fact can resolve. 

Judge Green reduced the bond. Hopkins 
told her he would stay with his cousin in 
Westland for at least the next two weeks. 

Hopkins is charged with assault with 
intent to murder, assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than murder, and 
assault with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault). 

The probable cause conference will be 
Aug. 26.

Zoning amendments that would open 
the door to Scott Jones’ planned single- 
family detached condos on small, lakeside 
lots was again delayed by the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission at its 
Aug. 12 meeting via Zoom. 

In early 2019, the township received a 
request from Jones to rezone a 13.6-acre 
parcel at 41620 E. Huron River Dr. from 
R-1C to RM zoning designation. He was 
seeking the rezoning to be able to construct 
these homes at a higher density than is 
allowed under the R1-C zoning district. 

The R1-C Zoning district allows for the 
construction of single family homes at 
5 dwelling units per acre. Jones wants to 
have a density of 6-7 units per acre. 

After consideration, the township 
amended the Master Plan to change the 
zoning on the site from R-1C to RM with 
limitations. This would allow the required 
density for his development and protect 
against any other potential uses allowed in 
the RM district which may not fit in this 
area, such as apartment complexes. 

The next step is to amend the zoning 
ordinance. This change would not just 
benefit the applicant, but would also 
make some homes in the township into 
legal conforming structures, said Vidya 
Krishnan, planning consultant from 
McKenna Associates. 

Krishnan presented the planning 
commission with two options: 

e Low-range density of 6.05 units per 
acre with 7,200-square-foot lot size, 60’ 
minimum lot width, and a side yard of 10 
feet; or 

e High-range density of 6.91 units per 
acre, with 6,300-square-foot lot size, 45’ 
minimum lot width, and side yard of 5’. 

During a discussion of the proposed 
zoning changes at the July 8 meeting, 
the planning commission asked staff to 
investigate density and frontage standards 
used in comparable projects and to explore 
lands currently zoned or planned for 
multiple-family residential land use in the 
township. 

At the Aug. 12 meeting, the commission 
was presented with details of Cherry Hill 
Village in Canton (338 acres approved for 


1,900 residential units and neighborhoods 
with density from 12 per acre to 4 per acre) 
and the condos on North Liberty Street in 
the City of Belleville (10 dwelling units on 
about 1.5 acres with density of about 6.7 
units per acre). 

Planning and Economic Development 
Director Dan Power presented information 
on other places in the township that might 
benefit from this zoning change. 

He said 505 acres in the township are 
currently zoned RM and 181 of those acres 
are undeveloped. Less the utilities and the 
Harbor Pointe golf club, there are 112 acres 
left for multiple development. Later it was 
learned most of those are in small parcels 
of about 13 acres each. 

He said for Jones’ project, they have 
to take the Belleville Lake Shore zoning 
standards into consideration. The project 
would be in the BLB portion of the zoning 
for the shoreline. 

Director Power said the only action he 
was seeking was the setting of a public 
hearing on the zoning changes. 

But, the commissioners had more 
questions and asked staff to come up with 
the answers. Krishnan said they wouldn’t 
be able to get the answers by the Aug. 26 
meeting packet deadline, so it will be ready 
at the meeting after next, Sept. 9. 

No public hearing was set. 

Commission chairperson Carol 
Thompson said she wasn’t in favor of 7 
units per acre throughout the development 
and “sometimes it could be just what 

ts.” She’d like to see it work so there’s 
flexibility. Also she prefers garages not in 
front and doesn’t like backyards facing 
main roads. She also would like to know 
if there are market trends for smaller 
residential units. 

“McMansions were very popular in 
Canton,” Thompson said. “Not so now. We 
should encourage building things that will 
sell.” 

Director of Public Service Matt Best 
said the zoning changes being sought are 
not specific to the Jones’ development, but 
how a change would affect the township. 

“We already made a change to the Master 
Plan,” Director Best said. “We need to 
be cautious about talking about specific 
projects.”

Best talked about the timing. “I want 
to get it right, but we need to provide the 
planning commission with information and 
guidance, as soon as possible.” 

Director Best said they have to be 
responsive to move this forward and any 
ideas on the zoning change should be sent 
to the planning department. 

“I would like as complete a report 
as possible for you,” Best said to the 
commission.

We’ve got to do it 
ourselves in Sumpter 


To the editor: 

There is something that happens every 
spring and summer in Sumpter Township 
which seems to come as a surprise to some 
folks running the show around here, and 
also in Wayne County. 

Things grow. 

Last year, the intersection at Sherwood 
Road and Willow Road became overgrown 
with an assortment of weeds and other 
plants, to the point where the ability to see 
oncoming traffic was severely restricted, 
particularly northbound on Sherwood. The 
only way to get a clear view was to inch out 
onto the paved road, or park your vehicle, 
walk up to the road and look around. 

So, I called the township. 

The lady I talked to acknowledged that 
the overgrowth problem was wide-spread 
in Sumpter Township, and she cited a 
couple of other examples where it had 
become a serious problem. She explained 
that it was Wayne County’s responsibility 
and she would call in a request for repair, 
then call me back with a “ticket number” in 
case I needed to follow up. 

Well, a few days later I still had not 
received the phone call with the “ticket 
number,” and the problem had not been 
addressed. While driving down Sumpter 
Road, I noticed a township pickup truck 
parked on the side of the road and an 
employee with a gas-powered weed 
wacker trimming around fire hydrants. I 
then called the township and talked to the 
same person again and asked if she could 
send the worker to the intersection for 15 
minutes, or so. She refused, saying that the 
equipment was for use around fire hydrants 
and for trimming under swing sets at the 
park. When I explained that someone could 
get injured or killed at the intersection, she 
made it clear, that now, I had become the 
problem. 

I then realized that under these specific 
circumstances, the administration’s policy 
regarding the safety of its residents is, “It’s 
not my job, man.” 

Well, Wayne County wouldn’t do it, 
Sumpter Township wouldn’t do it ... so I 
did. Not the best of equipment, no traffic 
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cones, or flashing lights, and not as well as 
I would have liked, but it got done. 

This year some folks were surprised 
again, when things started to grow, but not 
me, and not a lot of Sumpter residents who 
spend more time getting things done than 
flapping their jaws. 

Where I live, here in Sumpter, there is 
a neighbor who maintains a stretch of the 
road easement in front of his property and 
far beyond, making sure, also, that the fire 
hydrant is cleared. He doesn’t have to do 
that. It’s not his job, man. Over the years 
there have been massive tree limbs which 
had fallen, blocking the road. Neighbors 
came out with tractors and chain saws 
and had the road cleared quicker than 
you could say “ticket number.” I’ve seen 
a young family cleaning out ditches 
and folks cutting the vines from around 
telephone poles. In the winter, stretches 
of road and some driveways have been 
plowed by neighbors. All of that was done 
without discussion, without consulting 
with attorneys, and without having to 
second a motion. 

Driving around Sumpter Township these 
past few weeks, I’ve noticed dozens of 
traffic signs which are (or were) partially 
or completely obstructed by foliage. I’ve 
noticed intersections which are overgrown 
with restricted visibility to oncoming 
traffic, including Sherwood Road and 
Willow Road, which I cleared out, as best 
I could, a few days ago. Mary Ban, the 
citizens’ advocate, knows of many other 
overgrown, and potentially dangerous 
areas in the township. 

The bottom line: We can’t wait for 
Wayne County to get the job done. The 
administration of Sumpter Township won’t 
do the job, even though the great crew you 
see out there every day in the white pickup 
trucks are always eager and ready to help. 
It’s up to the citizens to get the job done. I 
keep loppers in my car now, and when I see 
a street sign obstructed or an overgrown 
intersection, I take care of it, as best I can. 
I invite everyone living in Sumpter to take 
a look at their own areas and, if it can be 
done safely, cut down those obstructions 
which occur every year. Even though it’s 
not your job, man, you will feel much 
better afterwards, knowing you’ve helped 
someone else.

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Belleville Council accepts resignation of city clerk/treasurer

At Monday’s Zoom meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, the resignation 
letter of City Clerk/Treasurer Sherri 
Scharf, effective Sept. 4, was unanimously 
accepted. 

Councilman Tom Fielder was absent 
from the meeting. 

No comment was made on the reason for 
her resignation, but members of the council 
praised her work. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte said she 
has been “very helpful, very productive 
and very approachable.” He asked if the 
city conducted exit interviews and City 
Manager Tracey Schultz Kobylarz said she 
plans to have a talk with her. 

City Manager Kobylarz showed her left 
arm in a cast from a wrist injury and said 
Scharf had been very helpful with her filing 
and other jobs now difficult for Kobylarz. 

“She talks about things that have or have 
not happened during her tenure,” Kobylarz 
said. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley thanked Scharf 
for all that she’s done for the city. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said Scharf was 
the embodiment of what you’d want in 
customer service with her warm smile and 
helpful attitude. 


Scharf was hired as clerk/treasurer in 
May 2016 after the departure of Lisa Long. 
At the time, Scharf said her family was 
looking to move back to Michigan and 
she flew in from North Carolina for her 
interview. She was serving as executive 
assistant to the township manager in 
Aiken, SC, with a population of 5,000 and 
double-digit poverty. She had county and 
state government experience, but the local 
government is close to the people, without 
buffers, which she said she likes.

Escorted by a friend to the sheriff’s office, 
Bailey spotted a deputy sheriff heading 
into work to start his shift, The Detroit 
News reported. The friend honked to get 
the deputy’s attention, and Bailey turned 
himself in, telling the deputy he had some 
legal troubles in Wayne County. 

The murder victims were identified by 
family members on Facebook as Bailey’s 
former fiancee Laura Tanner, her sister 
Sarah Tanner, and their two cousins, 
brothers, Neil and Forrest Sampson. 

A neighbor told reporters that just Bailey 
and Laura Tanner lived in the house that 
was the murder scene. 

An Oct. 29 charge in 34 District Court 
against Bailey was assault with intent to 
do great bodily harm less than murder in 
Sumpter Township, along with a domestic 
violence charge. Laura Tanner was the 
victim and Bailey’s bond required him to 
stay away from her. 

On Nov. 20, the assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Larry King told Judge Brian 


Oakley that he had some issues with the 
gun and would like to dismiss the felony 
charge of assault. They proceeded with the 
domestic violence misdemeanor, but the 
victim was not at the courthouse. King said 
they wanted to contact the victim before 
the next court session. Judge Oakley said 
the victim must attend the next court 
session, which was set for Dec. 11 and then 
adjourned until Jan. 2. 

On Jan. 2 the pre-trial was held and the 
victim did not appear so the charge was 
dismissed without prejudice, which means 
it could be refiled in the future. 

Bailey’s address at the time of last fall’s 
charges was the same address as Saturday’s 
murders. After the charges were brought 
and was ordered to stay away from the 
victim, he moved to Wyandotte. 

After both charges were dropped, he no 
longer had to stay away from her.

On Aug. 12, 25-year-old Flem Stiltner IV 
was charged with the first-degree murder 
of his 48-year-old father Flem Stiltner III, 
in Wayne, and remanded to the Wayne 
County Jail without bond.
